“One defect in the previous state 
speed limit of 55 miles per hour 
was the general knowledge that 
motorists were being given a little 
leeway, but there was, no consist- 
ency as to how much.

" driving. 
Now the law is absolute, and that 
is good,’’ Judge Carter says. 

As for amount of fine that a 
judge should levy for traffic law 
violations, Carter says that it is 
difficult to establish a firm and 
absolute scale, since there are usu- 
ally different sets of circumstanc- 
es involved. But he does believe 
in “bearing down’, particularly 
in cases of excessive speed, drag 
racing and the so-called ‘‘exhibi- 
tion” driving. 

The judgé says that any driver 
who collects tickets to the extent 
that they are consistently in viola- 
tion of traffic is in for a “bad 
time” in his court, and that after 
four or five moving violations, a 
driver may be checked by the 
state department of motor vehicles, 
with resultant revoking of their 
driver’s license, or the issuing of a 
probationary license. 

As for drag racing and speed 
exhibitions, Judge Carter says the 
usual offender is a ‘‘young per- 
son,’ although not necessarily a 
teen-ager. This type of violation 
is inexcusable, in the opinion of 
the judge, and first offenders can 
expect a stiff fine, while second 
offenders may well receive a jail 
sentence, or their license may be

Can Agricultural Crops 


Be Put On A Unit 


Tax Basis? 


Taxpayer Manager Checking Idea 


PORTERVILLE, Jan. 7 — An 
interesting possibility of tax 
change in the agricultural prod-

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~ VISALIA, Jan. 7 — Completion 
of Tulare county’s share of the 
mammoth task of enrolling half a 
million American families in a six- 
year study of the relationship of 
human living habits to cancer was 
announced here today by .George 
K. Johnson, county chairman for 
the American Cancer Society’s epi- 
demiology study. 


Johnson said that 2,348 ques- 
tionnaires have been filled out by 
1,255 Tulare county families, and 
that the scaled questionnaires have 
been transmitted to New York for 
tabulation on complex electronic 
machines. 


The Questionnaires were dis- 
tributed only to families in which 
at least one member was over the 
age of 45. All family members 
past the age of 30 were invited to 
fill them out. 


The task of distributing and col- 
lecting the confidential question- 
naires was carred out by 142 vol- 
unteers, including members of the

the general public in California, 
it cannot lead the way in gener- 
osity as to wages, working condi- 
tions or fringe benefits. Second, 
in fairness to its 100,000 and 
more employees, it cannot discrim- 
inate against them with respect 
to such matters. To do so would 
be to defeat the purpose of. giv- 
ing you and the rest of the pub- 
lic the best service. 

A good illustration of the dif- 
ficulties of balancing these fac- 


‘| tors against each other has arisen 


in the field of protection against 
high medical and hospital costs. 
For many years through their as- 
sociation, state employees have 
provided themselves such insur- 
ance entirely at their own ex- 
pense. Since many private and 
other governmental employers now 
participate in paying such costs, 
legislation to enable such partici- 
pation by your state government 
was introduced several sessions 
ago, but was not passed, even dur- 
ing our 1959 session. 

Bills on the subject introduced 
then were referred for study to 
the Assmbly interim committee on 
civil service and state personnel. 
A. subcommittee of that group re- 
cently began a series of hearings 
on the matter. Following 
first, it was indicated that con- 
Sideration of the proposal at a 
1960 special session might be rec- 
ommended. 

Participating in the hearing 
were the state employees associa- 
tion, the personnel board, the de- 
partments of finance and indus- 
trial relations, and the state re- 
tirement system. Also represent- 
ed were labor groups and several 
kinds of organizations which offer 
prepaid medical and hospital care 
programs. 

Those present seemed in unan- 
imity on the desirability of finan- 
cial participation by the state in 
the cost of such protection. Their 
primary concern was directed to 
specific detail which it is pro- 
posed to include in newly drafted 
legislation.

one of several different plans de- 
pending either on the agency for 
which they work or their geogra- 
phic location, it was agreed that 
the legislation must be very flex- 
ible.

IN VINEYARDS OF TULARE COUNTY; 
CAREFUL APPLICATION IS NECESSARY

Farm Advisor 
VISALIA, Jan. 7—Diuron, used 


as a band treatment in vineyards, 
replaces the conventional tillage 
called French plowing. The ma- 
terial is a temporary soil sterilant 
when used at low rates. 

Only .a four-foot-wide band in 
the vine row may be treated. The 
diuron is applied during the dor- 
mant season at a rate of four 
pounds per acre for the area actu- 
ally treated. This amounts to 114 
pounds of diuron per acre of vine- 
yard with the normal 12-feet spac- 
ing between rows. 

Rainfall must dissolve the diu- 
ron and take it into the soil. Best 
results are obtained if a rain oc- 
curs within two weeks after ap- 
plication. :

Some of the applications 
did not give good weed control be- 
cause of the lack of rain. Most of 
of Twain Harte, who placed sec- 
ond in bareback bronc riding;

PROBABLY THE most reliable 
date is that carried in his obitu- 
ary, so, as far as we’re concerned, 
1961 — next year — will be Por- 
tervilfe’s centennial year, a year 
that should most certainly be 
properly observed. 


WE WOULD like to see the Por- 
terville chamber of commerce start 
right now to plan the centennial 
year; not one single event, but 
perhaps key everything possible 
during 1961t 0 a centennial theme. 
The Porterville Fair, the Roundup 
parade, the Homecoming celebra- 
tion would fit well into such a 
theme,.as well as various events 
by civic and social clubs.

suspended, or their car “ground- 


ed” for a period of time. 


In commenting on obvious re- 
duction of excessive speed in the 
city of Porterville, Judge Carter 
compliments Chief of Police Jim 
Kendrick. 

“There is a great psychological 
factor involved in traffic etiforce- 
ment,” Judge Carter says. ‘“‘The 
new Porterville city traffic car 
tends to keep drivers alert, and is 
a factor in reducing traffic viola- 
tions as a result of carelessness, 
or ‘daydreaming’ while driving. 
The same applies to the increased 
number of California Highway pa- 
irol cars on the highways. 

“After all,.at least 95 per cent 
of the people are good, law-abid- 
ing citizens. They often just get 
in a hurry, or they get careless; 
they are not malicious law break- 
ers. The amount of the fine in the 
case of these people is sometimes 
not as much a factor as the in- 
convenience and the embarrass- 
ment involved in a citation. 

“Rut when it comes to the ex- 
hibitionist, the showoff, the driv-| 
er who obviously is trying to eel 
away with anything that he can, 
then the situation is different, and 
it’s time to get tough.”’ 

Basically, Judge Carter is of the, 
opinion that adequate coverage of } 
the area by law enforcement offi- 
cers is perhaps the strongest fac- 
tor in cutting down excessive 
speed, and other traffic violations. 

“After all,’”’ he says, ‘‘the real, 
primary cbject is not to make a 
lot of money out of traffic fines, 
but, throuzh a total program of 
enforcement and action by the 
court, to keep traffic under control 
for the safety of ths gencral pub- 
lic.”’
